"ThuIIon Mr. Blalnc IB already aware

When a European mar- 
itime power has once obtained a foot- 
hold at Itorlma it controls tho Orinoco 
river and its affluences.

Plata. Venezuela, Is therefore not tho 
only American republic that Is at tho 
mercy ot tho naval power that gets 
control of tho Orinoco river. Colombia, 
Peru, Bolivia, Brazil, the Argentine 
Uopubllo and Uruguay are likewise at 
\is morcy. This is not a danger which 
threatens Venezuela alone; It threat- 
ens all America nnd it Is, perhaps, more 
serious than tho possession of tho Pan- 
ama canal by a European power, 
since it would render nugatory the 
efforts 
which, through tho United 


States government are now being mado 
by the nations of America to draw 
closer their family bonds; to unify tho 
Interests, and to have one nnd the 
same destiny In future. All those as- 
pirations might bo rendered fruitless 
by tho presence nnd control In the 
Oronoco of so formidable anavtvl power 
as Is Uroat Britain. Her vessels would 
enter tho mouth of the river and would 
carry to tho great centers of population 
her productions, her ideas and her ex- 
clusive Interests. 


Mr. Parana, in behalf of tho Vene- 


zuelan government, earnestly and al- 
most pathetically begged tho United 
BtatoM government to Intervene to pre- 
vent tho republic from final disruption 
and to secure the submission to arbi- 
tration of tho questions in dispute. 


Tho encroachments which have thus 


accumulated had boon long pursued. 
On the Oth of November, 1887, the leg- 
islature by direct Instigation, as It ap- 
pears, of the queen's proctor under in- 
structions from the colonial office,passed 
an act asserting British jurisdiction 
over the gold-mining district of Car 
atal, at tho headwaters of tho Ynrari 
river; and on tbo 81st of December 
tho aamo year tho governor of British 
Guinea iasued a docree denying tho 
validity of a grant made by tho Vone- 
inclan government for a railroad to 
Ouoohlpl, In the Caratal district, on

This assumption was referred to at 


tho time by Secretary Bayard In a dls

representative of the RHPUIH.IOAN a few 
days ago an incident that occurred April 
24,1861, and which serves to show that 
the Illinois Central depot in Deoatnr is 
distinguished for age. Said the General: 
<'I remember Deoatnr well, on account of 
an incident which becomes more interest- 
ing with age. After the firing on Fort 
Sumter, April 12, 1861, we organized a 
company for the war in Galena, and on 
theway to Springfield we reached Deoa- 
tur by way of the Illinois Central and had 
to wnit at the old depot eome three or 
four hours for the Springfield train on 
the Wnbubh. This was the 24th of April, 
1861, U. 8. Grant, Col. Campbell and 
myself, all obscure and unambitious men 
at the time, were in the company. While 
waiting Grant suggested that we go over 
to a green lawn north of the Wabssh 
track and puss the time drilling. His 
suggestion was adopted and we divided 
the 100 men into tonr squads. Grant 
took one squad, Campbell took another, 
and I RD-1 some other man each tcok an- 
other, and after arming ourselves with 
sticks snob as we could find we proceed- 
ed to drill in formation and manual of 
arms. We were all pleased with our 
success, and Grant was especially grati- 
fied. We all wanted him to take the 
captaincy of the company, but he de- 
clined on the ground that he had been a 
captain in the regular army and it 
might not be agreeable to volunteers. 
That was a good many years ago. Since 
then Grant commanded the union armies, 
was twice elected to the presidency, and 
has died. Several other men in that com- 
pany roea to the rank of general, and 
many othurs gave their lives or limbs for 
their oou 'itry. It is an incident I cannot 
forget." The general might have added 
that the old dnpot is still there.
